This is to response to your request for cogent on the latest draft 
of a prepared bill entitled "The Speoial Migration Assistance Act of 1952". 

I have discussed this matter with the members ; of the s rsycjiological 
Strategy Board at a meeting this afternoon. < The Board's views and mne^are 

as follows; 

AS you are aware, the Board is directly concerned only with Title II 
of the Act which, under alternative provisions, provides for the care and 
utilization of escapees. 

The advisability of using this Act as a means of obtaining the 
legislative authorisation required for the future care and utilisation of 
escapees is seriously questioned. We recommend, therefore, first that 
Title II be dropped from the Act and, second, that language for this purpose 

be incorporated in the Mutual Security Act of 195*. "* '"■* x 

My reasons for the first recommendation were set forth in my letter 
to you of March 12, in which I commented on an earlier draft of-jlpropcsed bill.
